These plans call for resur­ 
facing of numerous, heavily 
traveled secondary roads and 
surface treatment for others. 
Resurfacing calls 
for 
the 
laying of about two-to-thrce 
inches of blacktopping of pres­ 
ent surfacing, after the holes 
are filled in. 
In surface treatment crews 
spread an oil base on the 
roads and then add a layer of 
chips or stones. 
This is classified as preven­ 
tive maintenance, according 
; to S. Curtis Weikert, acting 
chief district engineer for the 
highway department.

reconstruction 
projects 
are 
handled by the district office 
in Ardmore, with the jobs put. 
out for bid to private contrac­ 
tors, resurfacing and treat­

One of the most important 
roads scheduled for resurfac­ 
ing is Street Road between

WASHINGTON (UP^— W e s t 
Coast Teamsters Boss Frank W. 
Brewster told the Senate Rackets 
Committee today he personally 
disapproves of Teamsters Presi­ 
dent Dave Beck's action in bor­ 
rowing $300,000 to $400,000 from 
the union without interest. 
Brewster resumed testimony he- 
fore the committee shortly after 
boiP_g_jgraigned in Federal Court 
on contempt of Congress charges. 
He was released on $1,000 bond 
for trial May 20. 
Brewster said he has borrowed 
“pretty close to $90,000” from the 
union 
himself. 
But he said he 
paid interest and has now repaid 
the loans. 
Committee Chairman 
John L. 
McClellan <D-Ark> asked if Brew­ 
ster thought it wrong for Beck to 
borrow union funds without in­ 
terest. 
“ In my personal opinion, yes,” 
said Brewster. 
‘‘Do you disapprove it?” 
“In 
my

could,” Brewster replied. 
Brewster pleaded not guilty at 
his arraignment before Federal 
Jvdge 
Charles 
F. 
McLaughlin. 
The contempt charge against him 
resulted from his refusal last Jan­ 
uary to answer questions on the 
Senate investigating subcommit­ 
tee. also headed by McClellan. He 
said that committee lacked legal 
authority to probe into union af­ 
fairs. He has testified at length, 
however, before the new special 
rackets committee created by the 
Senate to look into union and 
management misconduct. 
Two Others Arraigned 
Two of Brewster's union col­ 
leagues were arraigned at the 
same time on the same charge 
and also pleaded not guilty.

Water Tanks 
Painting Is 
Given OK 


MorrLsville’s water committee 
has approved specifications for 
giving the borough's two water 
Yandpipes a ^shiny new coat of 
paint inside and out in time for 
simmer. 
Borough Secretary Bob Stew­ 
ard announced today the water 
storage tanks would undergo the 
paint job late next month or ear­ 
ly in May. 
Specifications will be advertis­ 
ed Monday and the contracts for 
painting job will be awarded at 
the April session of the Morris­ 
ville Borough Council. 
Mr. Steward 
said 
the 
work 
would take about three weeks be­ 
fore the two tanks are completed. 
The tank on Walnut Avenue 
will be painted first and when 
that is completed the North Del- 
morr Avenue tank will be painted. 
There is a possibility, the sec­ 
retary said, that some “ clouding 
and rust” will appear in the wa­ 
ter during the work. 
He emphasized that the amount 
of water and pressure would re­ 
main stable during the painting 
operation. 
While one tank is being painted, 
the lines to the second tank must 
be changed. Water in the painted 
tank must be shut off which may 
disturb the distribution system, 
the secretary said.
